NARROW ESCAPE 


Newton People Have Thrilling Experience In 
Rockland Wreck 


Several Newton people bad narrow 
escapee from death and Borne thrill- 
ing experiences In the collision be- 
tween the steamboat Rockland and a 
coal collier off Thatcher Island about 
midnight Tuesday night. 

Miss Ida A. Bentley had a narrow- 
escape from drowning. She was on 
board the Rockland with Mr. and Mrs. 
R. W. Bartlett of Newton and their 
two children, a boy of 10 and a little 
girl o.' 4. 

After the collision miss Bentley and 
Mrs. Bartlett felt sure the Bhip would 
quickly Btnk. Mr. Bartlett told them 
to dress themselves and put on life- 
belts, assuring them they would be 
all right. They were not reassured, 
however, when they heard the officers 
telling people to put on life-preserv- 
ers, so they did not take the time ip 
properly clothe themselves, but did 
put on the life-belts. 

Miss Bentley and the Bartlett party 
kept together on the deck and got Into 
the second lifeboat that was lowered. 
Then their real troubles began. 

"Those who undertook to lower the I 
boat evidently did not understand 
their business,” said MIsb Bentley, 
“for before we 'had been lowered as 
far as the main deck one end of the 
boat dropped suddenly and every one 
in It waB thrown into the water, 
where we remained for half an hour. 

"Mr. Bartlett caught the baby girl 
by the foot and Baved her by floating 
around away from those who were 
clinging to the side of the boat, which 
waB lowered to the water immediate- 
ly after we had been spilled out. 

“I managed to get hold of the side 
of the boat, with many others, and 
after a while some men got Into the 
boat and began trying to pull others 
In. 

"While I was clinging there a man 
who was trying to save another man, 
evidently a friend of hie, pushed me 
off twice in an effort to make way 
for his friend, who, he said, I was 
holding onto. I was not holding onto 
his friend, naturally preferring to 
hold onto the boat. The water was 
pretty cold and l was becoming ex- 
hausted. Finally I said I could 
hold on no longer and was going to 
give up, but a man named Lewis 
Kimball encouraged me to hold on a 
little longer. He finally got into the 
boat and pulled me In. He saved 
another woman also. 

The women, were, of course, fright- 
ened, but none of them acted so bad- 
ly as some of the men. 

"All of those who had been thrown 
out of the boat were finally picked up 
and taken to the collier, going 
aboard by the ladder thrown over the 
side.” 

Miss Bentley was suffering from in- 
juries received by being struck in the 
cheBt by the boat while she was in 
the water, and later when she was 
being passed aboard the Belfast from 
the Chisholm she fell and hurt her 
aide. Her brother, Leverett D. G. 
Bentley of the Globe, called for her 
at Tndla Wharf and took her home In 
an automobile. 

Mrs. Bartlett, who was greatly ex- 
cited, said on the arrival of the Bel- 
fast: "I waB in the lifeboat that went 
down headfirst. I can scarcely de- 
scribe what happened. I took my 
money and jewels, my watch, a dia- 
mond pendant and three diamond 
rings and tied them around my neck, 
but when I went under the water 
when I fell out of the lifeboat I aup- 
poBe they went over my head or 
dropped in some way. In any case I 
lost them, and I do not expect to be 
able to recover them." 

Mrs. Bartlett'B boy, Ralph W. Jr., 
said that his experience in the water 
was likewise anything but pleasant. 
The little girl was wrapped up in a 
blanket, and all the members of the 
family had lost their belongings. 

“There were about 30 people in our 
boat," Bald Mrs. Bartlett, "when the 


two boats were tipped. We were al- 
mont under the paddle wheels and 
the stern of the Bt earner near where 
Ihe steam comes out, and I do not 
know how we escaped. 

Ralph W. Bartlett’s experience was 
even more thrilling than that of any 
of the others In his party. 

"When the shipB hit the entire ves- 
sel rocked and shook under the 
strain," he said. ”1 proceeded to put 
life-preservers on my boy, Ralph, and 
my 4-year-old daughter, Anna, but I 
could not find one for myBelf. My 
wife put on a life-preserver. I took 
the little girl In my arms and told 
my son to stay close to his mother. 
Then we made our way on deck. 

"1 got my family into a lifeboat, 
and as there were no members of the 
crew on hand, some of the passen- 
gers started to slack away on the 
falls. They made a bad Job of it, and 
soon a young man in uniform Jumped 
into the boat and started to untangle 
the falls. However, one end of the 
boat shot straight down, and just as 
I was shouting for them to cut the 
tackle before we all fell out it bap- 
peued, and every bou! In that boat 
shot out over the end nearest the wa- 
ter. I had the baby in my arms and 
tried to swim, but the blow on my 
head stunned me, and only the bra- 
very of my son and another boy about 
his own age got me into the boat 
again. 

"My wife was also rescued, and 
after a long time we got all those 
who were In the water back Into the 
boat. There were more than 25 per- 
sons In that boat and all were thrown 
out when the craft dropped. 

"At length we found ourselves back 
In the boat, which was nearly full of 
water. The paddlewheel on that aide 
of the City of Rockland was turning 
all this time, and w-as unpleasantly 
near us. In fact, our boat was caught 
under the guard rail of the steamer 
and only hard work freed it My son 
got an oar and fended our boat away 
from the paddle wheel and then we! 
tried to row. 

"On my side of the boat there were 
no oar locks or thole pins and the 
oars were lashed In a bundle at the 
bottom under everyone’s feet, bo that 
it was hard work getting them. We 
managed to gain the side of the col- 
lier after a lot of hard work and I 
found myself covered with blood from 
the cut on my head. While we w’ere 
rowing to the collier the women ball- 
ed our boat with a bucket and a hat. 

“T learned, afterward, that the 'of- 
ficer’ who was in charge of our boat 
waB the boy who checks parcels in 
the smoking room."

OLD RESIDENT DEAD 

Mr. Erastns T. Colbirn was Promlnut 
in Rillglon and Politics 

Erast us Talbot Colburn died on 
July 31, 1912, al his home in Newton 
Centre, of heart failure, Induced by 
arterial schlerosls. 

Mr. Colburn was born February 12, 
1839, in West Dedham, now West- 
wood. His parent b were Seth Col- 
burn and Mary Ann Talbot. He was 
educated In the public schools of 
Dedham, In the Boston Latin School 
and at Pierce Academy, Middleboro, 
Mass. His father having died when 
he whs eleven years old, he early 
sought to make his own way, and at 
the age of seventeen he entered Ihe 
dry goods store of Briard and Forbes 
In South Boston, to learn the busi- 
ness. He bo far succeeded that at 
the age of 21, he removed to HolltB- 
ton. Mass., and became the proprie- 
tor of the general store there. He 
remained In Holliston several years 
and actively identified himself with 
Its affairs. Having become a mem- 
ber of the Baptist Church while liv- 
ing in South Boston, he was actively 
interested in the organization of a 
church of that faith In Holliston and 
served It acceptably as Superintend- 
ent of the Bible School and Trustee, 
while making hlB home there. So 
highly did the church prize him that 
tp the day of his death he has been 
continued in the office of Trustee, 
though for more than 40 years re- 
moved from Immediate connection 
with the church. 

In 1865 he was invited to and did 
associate himself with his former em- 
ployers, becoming a partner in the 
firm of Forbes, Richardson and Col- 
burn, dealing in dry goodB, etc., in 
the city of Boston. The Arm waB 
burned out in the fire of 1872 and lost 
heavily, but continued its existence 
for some time after the fire. After 
its dissolution Mr. Colburn associat- 
ed himself with the firm of Brown, 
Durrell and Co., where hiB wide ac- 
quaintance and valuable trade made 
him a valued and profitable employee. 
This connection iB broken only by 
his death. 

Mr. Colburn married In 1863, Eliza- 
beth Augusta Graves of South Boston, 
with whom he lived happily until her 
death in 1908. Three daughters sur- 
vive him. 

Shortly after the change of his 
business from Holliston to Boston, 
the three partners removed to New- 
ton Centre, where they located near 
each other and where Mr. Colburn 
has resided ever since. Always ac- 
tively interested in the welfare of the 
communities in which he lived, he 
Identified himself with the church of 
his faith upon his arrival and lent 
his aid to the best interests of the 
village and became active in the so- 
cial life of the community. He took 
a keen interest In the political af- 
fairs, not only of the smaller circle 
of town and city life, but in the wide* 
range of slate and national politics. 
He had a wide acquaintance with men 
active in political life and was trust- 
ed by many who sought public office, 
though he would never accept such 
for himself. He was honored by ap- 
pointment as a representative of the 
State on various boards and for many 
years prior to his death jserved as 
such on the board of the Massachu- 
setts Homeopathic Hospital. He waB 
Interested in building up the business 
interests of his village and ward in 
the city of Newton, was an Incorpor- 
ator of the Newton Centre Trust Co. 
and the Newton Centre Savings Bank. 
He served the Trust Co. as clerk from 
its organization and as director, and 
the Savings Bank as an adviser an* 
member of its investment committee. 

In his church life he was a devoted 
Christian, serving the church of hiB 
faith in many official positions and 
actively supporting its work and 
almB. 

He was genial, kindly, obliging, 
ever ready to help and encourage his 
friends and fellow workers. He was i

Mr. I, j. Blaichird Dies Fron T»- 
plold Fmr 

Mr. Adolphus J. Blancharu, treas- 
urer of the Newton Savings Bank, 
died at the Newton Hospital at 2 
o’clock Wednesday morning after an 
Illness of about five weeks with ty- 
phoid fever. Mr. Blanchard was born 
at Billerica, Mass., in 1860, the son 
of the late Joseph Blanchard. 

In 1892 Mr. Blanchard became 
treasurer of the Newton SavingB 
Bank, the oldest savings bank in the 1 
city Previous to accepting the posi- 
tion he was in the office of the late 
Hon. J. F. C. Hyde, who at that time 
was president of Ihe bank. In addi- 
tion to his being treasurer or the 
batik, Mr. Blanchard also served as 
clerk of its Investment Committee. 

He was of a quiet, retiring disposi- 
tion; with hiB Interest centered in 
his work, hiB family and the church 
with which he was connected, name- 
ly the Unitarian Church of Newton 
Centre. His home for several years 
haB been at "The Sumner" on Sum- 
ner street, Newton Centre. Mr. 
Blanchard was twice married and is 
survived by a widow, Mrs. Fannie 
Morehead Blanchard, and a son, Ar- 
thur S. Blanchard, a chemist at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy. The funeral will take place at 
the Newton Centre Unitarian Church 
this afternoon at two o'clock. 

MR. JENKINS DEAD 

Mr. Henry S. Jenkins, for the past 
nine years a resident of Newton Cen- 
tre, died early Wednesday morning at 
the Margaret Pillsbury Hospital, 
Concord, N. H., at the age of 74 years. 
Mr. Jenkins was taken 111 at his sum- 
mer home at New London. N. H., and 
taken to the hospital for a surgical 
operation. Mr. JenkinB w r aB born and 
lived for many years in Boston. He 
was formerly a member of the firm 
of William E. Putnam and Co., but 
retired some twenty-five years ago. 
He is survived by a widow, one son 
and one daughter. He was a member 
of the first Baptist Church of New- 
ton Centre. 

Funeral services will be held this 
afternoon at three o'clock at his late 
residence, 33 Orient avenue, Newton 
Centre, and the interment will be at 
Forest Hills Cemetery.

SAVE SHADE TREES 

While walking along Lewis terrace 
recently, I noticed a row of five large 
shade trees on the east side next to 
the bridge, all of which were com- 
pletely divested of their foliage. Upon 
examination I found the trunks cov- 
ered with the Elm Beetle. The trees 
are within four feet of the sidewalk 
and have shaded it for many years, 
there being no trees on the outer edge 
of the sidewalk. In consideration of 
this fact wouldn't it have been good 
policy to have sprayed and saved 
them? Weren't they just as service- 
able as though they had been on the 
outer edge of the sidewalk? The spray- 
ing machines are kept within 500 
feet of these trees and it would have 
laken a very few minutes to spray 
and save them. Would the City For- 
ester have committed an unpardon- 
able sin if he had attended to this 
matter, or is it the duty of the im- 
provement Association, or Is is no- 
body’s business? We have altogether 
too few shade trees on our streets. It 
Is a shame to lose well grown, healthy 
trees in such a needless way. Some- 
body Is. or should he responsible. 1 
supposed that was one of the Fores- 
ter’s duties.

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THE TRUTH ABOUT 
THOSE DELEGATES 

Roosevelt Contests Instigated 
to Deceive the Public. 

ALL BUT 74 WERE ABANDONED 




An Examination of tha Facta 8howa 
That tha Tribunals Which Daoidad 
Thoaa Contaata In Favor of Mr. Taft 
Wara Right In Every Instance — Tha 
Remaining 164 Contests Ware Frivol- 
ous, and Their Prompt Abandonment 
Reflects Upon tha Genuineness and 
Validity of tha Remainder. 

Washington. July 20.— Here are the 
facta ta rotation to the contested seats 
In the Republican national convention. 
It la a summary of a detailed state- 
ment going carefully Into all of the 
cases, a statement so thorough that It 
takes up 150 pages of printed matter. 
This statement Is sighed by Mr. Victor 
Rosewater, chairman of the former Re- 
publican national committee; by Mr. J 
H. Devine of Colorado, chairman of the 
committee on credentials of the Repub- 
lican national convention, and by Mr. 
Charles D. Hllles, chnirman of the 
present Republican national committee 
The total number of delegates sum- 
moned to the convention under Its call 
wo s 1,078, with 540 necessary to a 
choice. Mr. Taft had 501 votes on the 
first and only ballot and was declared 
the nomiuee. There were Instituted 
against 238 of the delegates regularly 
elected for Taft contests on bebalf of 
Roosevelt These contests were avow- 
edly instigated not for the purpose of 
really securing seats in the convention, 
not for the purpose of adducing evh 
dence which would lead any respect- 
able court to entertain the contests, but 
for the purpose of deceiving the public 
Into the belief that Mr. Roosevelt had 
more votes than he really had, as the 
conventions and primaries were In 
progress for the selection of delegates 
This Is not only a necessary inference 
from the character of the contests, but 
It was boldly avowed by the chief edl 
tor of the newspapers owned by Mr. 
Muusey, who has been Mr. Roosevelt'B 
chief financial and newspaper sup- 
porter. The 238 contests were reduced 
by abandonment to seventy-four 
The very fact of these 1G4 frivolous 
contests Itself reflects upon the genu- 
ineness and validity of the remainder 
The seventy-four delegates Include six 
at large from Arizona, four at large 
from Kentucky, four at large from In- 
diana, bIx at large from Michigan, 
eight at large from Texas and eight at 
large from Washington, and also two 
district delegates each from the Ninth 
Alabama, the Fifth Arkansns, the 
Thirteenth Indiana, the Seventh. 
Eighth and Eleventh Kentucky, the 
Third Oklahoma, the Second Tennes- 
see nnd from each of nine districts, the 
First, Second. Fourth, Fifth, Seventh. 
Eighth, Ninth, Tenth and Fourteenth 
of Texas 

CONTESTED DELEGATES AT 

LARGE. 

Arizona. 

In the Arizona convention there were 
nlnety-tliree votes. All the delegates— 
Eli in number— were to be selected at 
large. The counties were entitled to se- 
lect tbeir delegates through their coun- 
ty committee or by primary. In one 
county, Maricopa, a majority of the 
committee decided to select its dele- 
gates and a minority to have a pri- 
mary. In other counties there were 
Borne contests, and the sttae commit- 
tee. following the usage of the national 
committee, gave a hearing to all con- 
testants in order to make up the tem- 
porary roll. There was a clear major- 
ity of the Taft delegates among the 
□□contested delegates. The committee 
made up the temporary roll and then 
there was a bolt, sixty-four remaining 
In the ball and twenty-five withdraw- 
ing therefrom. The case of the Taft 
majority was so clear that it Is difficult 
to understand why a contest was made. 

Indiana. 

In Indiana the four Taft delegates at 
large were elected In a stale conven- 
tion to which Marlon county, In which 
Indianapolis is situate, was entitled to 
128 votes. A primary was held lu In- 
diana polls, at which Tuft polled 0,000 
and Roosevelt 1,400 votes.

Tanth Diatrlot. 

In the Tenth district the decision 
turned largely upon the bad fnlth with 
which two members of the district 
committee voted In the seating of dele- 
gates and upon the bad faith with 
which one of them UHed the proxy In- 
trusted to him. The Tnft delegates ln 
this ense bolted and left the hall and 
immediately In the same building or- 
ganized another convention which con- 
sisted of delegates from six counties. 
Proceedings were regulnrly held; a per- 
manent organization effected, tbe re- 
port of the committee on resolutions 
adopted and delegates pledged to Taft 
were elected. The undisputed evidencs 
Indicated that a flagrant attempt had 
been made to deprive Taft of this dia- 
trlct, to which he was Justly entitled. 
The national committee sustained the 
title of the Taft delegates and alter- 
nates by a practically unanimous vote. 

Fourteenth Dletriot. 

In the Fourteenth district there were 
fifteen counties in the district. When 
the executive committee met at San 
Antonio to make up the temporary roll 
there were ten members of the com- 
mittee present whose right to act was 
undisputed, of whom six were for Taft 
and four for Roosevelt There were 
four other Roosevelt men preseul 
whose right to vote was disputed and 
who werb clearly not entitled to repre- 
sent their county at that meeting. One 
of them held the proxy of the commit- 
teernun from Kendall county, who waa 
dead, aud the proxies from three other 
couutles were held, two by postmas- 
ters aud one by an assistant postmas- 
ter, while under the electiou law ol 
Texas no one who bolds an office ol 
profit or trust under the United Stotei 
Bhnll act as u member of on executive 
committee either for the state or foi 
any district or county. The temporary 
roll wus made up by Tuft members, 
having u clear majority without per- 
mitting these men to uct under theli 
proxies. There wob a contest over the 
delegation from Bexar couuty, which 
contains the city of San Antonio. Full 
consideration was given to this contest, 
but the testimony was overwhelming 
that Taft carried the couuty by a vote 
of four or five to one. On the proper 
basis tbe total vote in the district con- 
vention wus sixty-seven, of which the 
number Instructed or voting for Taft 
was thirty -seven and one-half, the 
number voting or instructed for Roose- 
velt twenty -eight and oue-butf, not vot- 
ing one. The Tuft delegation was 
therefore seated at Chicago. 

CONCLUSION. 

The purpose of this resume of the 
coutests In wLleh there wus any shad- 
ow of suhstiuice has been to Inform 
those who have nut time or iuclluatloa 
to rend the longer and more detailed 
account of them contained lu the larger 
pamphlet It Is not essentiiul to umkt 
Mr. Taft’s title Indisputable that all 
men agree ou every one of the Issues 
raised. They were decided by tbe tri- 
bunals which uuiform party usage had 
made the proper tribunals to decide 
such contests. If those trlbunuls acted 
lu good faith mlstuken judgment would 
not Invalidate their decisions. As u 
matter of fact, an exumiuatlou of the 
facts show that the trlbunuls wera 
right in every Instance. There Is uot 
the slightest evidence that they wen 
moved by other than a mere desire to 
reach a right conclusion. On the other 
hand, the action of the Roosevelt men 
In bringing 100 contests that they 
promptly abandoned strongly tended 
to show the luck of good faith ln the 
prosecution of all of them. Those who 
support Presldeut Taft can well afford 
to stand on the record in this case and 
to asseverate without fear of success- 
ful contradiction that the delegates 
whose seats were contested were as 
fairly seated In this convention as In 
any lu the history of the party.

For over thirty yeara 
he did the proof reading on all for- 
eign books, assisting many authors 
by 1) is timely suggestions and correc- 
tions. Ho was the reader of whom It 
wus said, that if lie did not know a 
required language, he would leurn It 
ov» r night. 

Mr. Gordon was born In Edlnboro, 
Scotluud, in 1828, was graduated from 
Endlboro University ln 1861 having 
taken tlie curriculum prescribed for 
the Presbyterian Ministry. lie cuine 
to Canada hi 1866 and preached for 
several years in that country und lu 
New York State. On account of a 
physical Infirmity, Mr. Gordon left 
the ministry and took up proof read- 
ing. In 1900 ho left the University 
Press, but until the last few years 
of his life, lie did editing and trans- 
lating for different publishers, hls 
best known work being the Letters of 
Murat, which he translated and edited 
for the Bibliophile Hoc let y from an 
original manuscript owned by Mr. 
William K. Blxby of St. Louis. 

Ho is survived by two sons, Messrs. 
Hector M. und William 8. und two 
daughters, Miss Margaret S. and Mrs. 
Geo. T. Moffat. 

Mr. Gordon died at the home of hls 
son, Mr. Hector M. Gordon, on Re- 
gent street, West Newton, where the 
funeral services were held on Wed- 
nesday afternoon In charge of Rev. 
Richard T. Loring, rector of the 
Church of St. John.

POINTERS FOR TIIE MOTORIST 
How Moisture Affects Tires 

The action of moisture on the rub- 
ber In a tire 1 b lnslpntflcanl, but Ha 
effect on the canvas Is serious enough 
to be worthy of attention. 

Experiments made by the Mlchelin 
Tire Company show that if cotton Is 
quickly dried after contact with 
moisture It suffers but little, even if 
thiB happens many times. A piece 
of cotton fabric which was exposed 
for n month in the open air to the ac- 
tion of the sun and rain did not lose 
more than 2 per cent of its initial 
strength, while a piece of calico, after 
being wet through and through and 
dried in front of a Are more than 
twenty times, did not lose more than 
3 per cent. Moreover, If cotton fab- 
ric is immersed In water for thirteen 
or fourteeen months it does not lose 
much of its strength, although the 
surface of the water meanwhile be- 
comes coated with fungus growths. 
If, however, the fabric is left to lie 
in a moist atmosphere, on the floor 
of ft damp cellar for instance, spots 
and stains will soon make their ap- 
pearance. These stains denote the 
presence of destructive growth of 
minute bacilli which will rapidly re- 
duce the fabric to mould. Similarly, 
wall paper hung in damp rooms will 
eventually fall from the walls and 
crumble to dust. 

It follows that what really injures 
the canvas in pneumatic tires is con- 
tinued dampness. It water is allowed 
to get into cuts which extend through 
the tread to the fabric, some such 
condition of continued dampness will 
be brought about, for once the mois- 
ture enters a cut it has but little 
chance to evaporate. 

Tires should therefore be stored 
in cool places which are perfectly 
dry. After travelling over wet roads 
envelopes should always be dried. So 
likewise after being washed. It is im- 
portant that tires be washed regular- 
ly In order that cuts may be revealed, 
cleaned and repaired. The best way 
to wash a tire is to sponge it lightly 
when full inflated, using the smallest 
possible amount of water and drying 
both tire and rim carefully as soon 
as the operation is complete.

tfalay Natives Perch Their House* 
High Up In Tree* to Eocape 
Beasts. 

The ordinary Malay house 1b built on 
>«at8 from five to seven feet high; 
>ut one which I came across was 
>erched high up In a tree. It was 
:he home of a man, bis wife and fam- 
ly, and they informed me that It was 
>laced in this unusual situation so as 
.o be out of the way of the numerous 
igera which then infested the neigh- 
borhood. 

As tigerB have been known to Jump 
18 feet In vertical height somewhere 
ibove 20 feet 1 b considered to be the 
imlt of safety. The Malayan house 
s a frail and flimsy structure of sticks 
led together with rattan thatched with 
palm leaves and walled with plaited 
Damboo, or, as In this case, with the 
Dark of a tree. 

It la therefore an easy matter for a 
tiger with Its great strength to break 
Into a house and attack the Inhabit- 
ints. Many instances of this have 
been recorded in Malaya. In one well 
Known case a whole family were kill- 
ed except one man, who climbed up 
:nto the roof, and thus escaping the 
Qollce of the tiger, was a horrified ob- 
server of the cruel mauling and ulti- 
mate slaughter ami devouring of his 
relatives. — Strand. 


German Musicians Poorly Paid. 

The Germans like music, but they 
io not want to pay for it. What they 
gladly pay for Is food and drink, with 
tree music on the side. When a high- 
riass musician plays at a variety show 
or in a night cafe, he Is looked down 
on; yet these are the only places where 
an orchestral player can earn a decent 
living. Some startling figures have 
been printed in Der Turmor which 
shows that it Ib practically impossible 
for a German orchestral musician to 
marry and bring up a family. For a 
family of four the minimum expenses, 
apart from food, are $250 a year. The 
Income of an orchestral player is $330 
a year; which leaves less than 25 cents 
a day for food. Americana pay mu- 
sicians ten times ns much as the Ger- 
mans do; but we, to he sure, are mere 
barbarians In the eyes of the Germans.

RELICS OF THE BRONZE AGE 

Remarkable Find of Prehlatorlo 
Weapons and Ornament! Made In 
Karat Mountains. 

A remarkable find of prehistoric 
weapons and ornaments has been 
made in a cavern at St. Kanzion, In 
the Karst mountains, not far from 
Abbazia. The cavern, which Is known 
as the "Cave of Flies,*’ from the num- 
ber of Insects which, apparently breed- | 
Ing there, issue forth at certain times 
of the year, Is a subterranean cham- 
ber with a perpendicular depth of 
one hundred and fifty feet, the only 
entrance to which is by a hole in the 
roof. It was recently explored by 
Borne climbers with the help of a long 
rope ladder. A Roman helmet, dating 
from the beginning of the Christian 
era, which the owner had apparently 
iropped down the hole, was first 
found. Encouraged by thiB the Im- 
perial museum sent men to dig into 
:he earth and Btones which have fal- 
len from the roof and sides and form 
the floor of the cavern, and at a depth 
3f three feet they discovered over a 
thousand articles of bronee, including 
:wo hundred lance heads, a number of 
swords, axes, clasps and vessels. The 
laBt named had all been burned 
through by fire. The date of the arti- 
cles is estimated at about 1000 B. C. 
Bince It appears impossible that men 
:n the bronze age should have lived at 
the bottom of such a deep and lnac- 
lessible cavern archaeologists believe 
the weapons and vessels must have 
been thrown down the hole as a sacri- 
fice to some subteranean deity. — Vien- 
na Correspondence London Standard.

Dancer of Getting In Front of th« 
Gun* During Ruiilan War 
Maneuvera. 

Forty-two soldiers were shot during 
the recent maneuvers of the Russian 
j army. The announcement is stolidly 
made by the minister of war. He 
adds, "These men were in advance of 
the guns.” 

As guns do not ordinarily shoot 
backward, the minister’s cryptic ex- 
planation may be considered super- 
fluous. The incident is, perhaps, In 
tereBting chiefly because of the light 
it throws on RuRBla'B official attitude 
toward the value of human life. It 
fits ln aptly with the reports of exe- 
cutions, Imprisonments and exiles 
which, coming from all parts of the 
czar’s domains, keep the world in- 
formed of the progress of heartless 
oppression. 

It is not surprising that the empire 
Is rocked with discontent, that ob 
servers believe the government faces 
another costly revolution. A nation 
cannot place so low a value on the 
Uvea of its subjects without ultimately 
reaping its reward in blood and ter 
ror. 

Accidents In military maneuvers are 
not uncommon. They have occurred 
In the United States, and, doubtless, 
will continue to occur from time to 
time as long as military training la 
held a neceBBary part of every na- 
tion’s list of obligations. It haB re- 
mained for Russia, however, to send 
soldiers "in advance of the guns” to 
be Bhot, and for a minister of the 
czar’s government to announce the 
blunder to the world with aB much 
unconcern, apparently, as he might 
announce the departure of a detach 
ment for patrol duty on the Persian 
frontier. 

VISIT WAS MOST OPPORTUNE 

Artist Calls to Exhibit Work at Mo- 
ment When Its Desirability Was 
Being Discussed. 

Some years ago a publishing houBC 
was preparing to Issue a new edition 
of the writings of Thoreau, writes 
Charles S. Olcott in Art and Progress 
The head of the house and a membei 
of his staff were in consultation aboul 
the - method of Illustration. It wae 
agreed that the pictures muBt be true 
to nature; but how r to get them wae 
the problem. ArtiBts who do book 
illustrating could not be expected tc 
go Into the woods and make pictures 
which would ln any way assist the 
text to reveal nature as Thoreau saw 
It. Photographs would be admirable 
but where was the professional 
photographer to be found who woulc 
undertake to go into Thoreau’s coun 
try In sunshine and rain. In summei 
and winter, to catch all the phases o 
nature which Thoreau recorded in hit 
“Journal"? While the two men pon 
dered, a caller sat In the outer office 
with a large portfolio under his arm 
Five years before he had read Thor 
eau’s “Journal, M and had taken up hie 
residence in Concord that he might 
visit the scenea there described. In 
all seasons and all kinds of weather he 
had wandered through the woods and 
over the fields with his camera; pas 
elonately fond of nature, lie was nc 
less devoted to art. To him, photog 
raphy was a pastime — it was not his 
profession. For the pure love of na 
ture and of art, and with no thoughl 
of pecuniary gain, he had accomplish 
ed the very feat which the two busl 
ness men had thought so difficult, and 
by a curious coincidence he appeared 
at the office to exhibit the result ol 
his work at the precise moment whet 
its desirability was being discussed. 


Church Music. 

Music has long been notoriously a 
provoker of discord. Once in my 
news-hunting days I suffered the ig- 
nominy of a scoop on a choir rumpus, 
and I thereupon formed the habit ol 
lending an anxious ear to rumors oi 
trouble In choir lofts. The average 
ladder-like Te Deum, built up for the 
display of the soprano’B vocal prov/- 
esB, has always struck me as an un- 
holy thing. I even believe that tbe 
horrors of highly embellished offer- 
tories have done much to tighten 
pursestrings nnd deaden generouB im- 
pulses. The presence behind th« pul 
pit of a languid quartette praising God 
on behalf of the bored aluners In tba 
pews has always Beemed to me the 
profanest of anomalies. Nor haB long 
contemplation of vested choirs ln 
Episcopal churches shaken my beliel 
that choir music should be an affaii 
of the congregation. — Meredith Nichol- 
son, In the Atlantic.

Hririws of Niwtoi Begin Now ChiM 
Edifice 


I On Sunday, August 4. the Hebrews 
of Newton wilt celebrate a great event 
J in the laying of the corner stone of 
I the first synagogue to be built in 
Newton. During the last fifteen 
years, which have seen the growth 
of this sect in Newton, a great strug- 
gle for religious existence lias gone 
on continually. Small In numbers, 
nnd of limited means, the Jewish 
members of the community have ftl- 
| wavs zealously observed their relt- 
[ gious tenets, in spite of their limited 
facilities for conducting their wor- 
ship. At first, the homes of the 
various members were ullllzcd for 
Snhhath day services, eacli consider- 
ing it his boundon duty to assist until 
such time as better mentis were af- 
forded. Now, feeling stronger and 
their unity of purpose being fixed, 
the Hebrew residents of Newton have 
decided to erect n Synagogue, the first 
in Newton, where their religious life 
may be cemented and its future as- 
sured. 

In carrying out this purpose, a 
great financial hnrdshlp is being un- 
dergone by each individual concerned, 
yet with high hopes and implicit 
trust in the community in which they 
reside, complete success in this un- 
dertaking is assured. 

The Synagogue, which is to be 
erected on a plot of land situated 
at 114 Adams street, Newton, is to be 
a two-story, half-cement tile and 
smooth red brick finish structure. 
The ground floor is to be used as a 
Sabbath school-room, vestry and 
meeting-rooms. The upper floor and 
1 gallery is to he the Synagogue proper 
and place of worship. Simplicity, 
the universal quality of Judaism, is 
to be the chief feature in its construc- 
tion. 

Lending Rabbis and Cantors of Bos- 
ton and vicinity will officiate at the 
exercises at 3 o’clock P. M. Abra- 
ham Alpert, Esq., of East Boston, will 
act as Master of Ceremonies. Rabbi 
FrleJerman will also be prominent 
during the services. Mayor Hatfield 
has accepted an invitation to speak 
to the guests of the occasion, subject 
to his freedom from the many and va- 
rious activities in which he is promi- 
nent. Other personages of local 
prominence are also to speak and as- 
sist during the exercises. 

The arrangements for the exercises 
are in charge of the Building Com- 
mittee, assisted by the Ladies' Aux- 
iliary of the Congregation Agudath 
Achim.

The Newton Theological Institution Elects National Tournament to be Held Neil Holds Interesting Exhibition at Close o< Hebrew Society Begin On Their New M. & B. Street Railway Co. Give In- 
Prof. Vaughan Wednesday Season Synagogue crease !o Employees 


The trustees of the Newton Theo- 
logical Institution, at a special meet- 
ing held in the Ford building, Boston, 
Tuesday afternoon, Aug. G elected the 
Rev. Prof. Richard M. Vaughan of 
Berkeley, Cal. to the chair of Chris- 
tian Theology. 

Professor Vaughan was born In 
Bangor, Wia., in 1870, and will be 42 
years of age on Aug. 28. He is ot 
Welsh parentage and hiB father wrb 
a well known minister In Wisconsin. 
The Bon was reared in the devout at- 
mosphere of a Christian home. He 
graduated at Wayland Academy at 
the head of his class, winning the 
Colby scholarship in the University of 
Chicago. He earned his way by teach- 
ing and by taking prizeB. He entered 
Brown University In 1891, graduating 
in 1896, being a prize debater and a 
Phi Beta Kappa man in his Junior 
year. At graduation he took the first 
philosophical prize under Professor 
Andrew Seth, now of the University 
of Edinburgh, He took his theological 
course at the Divinity School of the 
University of Chicago, supplementing 
it by nearly two yearB of special 
theological study at Chicago, com- 
pleting the studies for the Ph.D. de- 
gree. Among his accomplishments is 
the facile use of German. 

He served successfully as pastor of 
the First Baptist Church. Janesville, 
Wls., for Beven years, when he re- 
moved to Berkeley, Cal., where for u 
year he served as dean of the Pacific 
Baptist Seminary and professor of 
theology during the absence of Presi- 
dent Hill. Four yearB ago he became 
pastor of the First Church in Berke- 
ley, which had been formed by the I 
union of two weak interests, and built 
It up Into a strong church. He has 
In his congregation many professors 
und students of the University of Cal- 
ifornia. He is in the best sense a 
university preacher. 

Three yearB ago Professor Vaughan 
wrb called to the professorship of 
theology In Hamilton Theological 
Seminary (Colgate University) as the 
successor of the late Prof. William 
Newton Clarke, but declined the ofTer 
on account of the imperative de- 
mands of hiB church. During the last 
year and a half, in addition to Ills 
church work, he has been one of the! 
regular lecturers at the Pacific Sem- 
inary (Congregational), and it is un- 
derstood that the trustees of that 
seminary would gladly elect him aB a 
full professor. There Is every reason 
to believe that Professor Vaughan 
will sustain the beBt traditions of the 
chair so long occupied by Dr. Alvah 
Hovey. 

RESOLUTIONS

Archers in Ihe vicinity of Boston, 
particularly In Newton, which boastB 
j of a municipal range, are practising 
daily In preparation for the thlrly- 
: fourth annual tournament for the 
championship of the United States 
which will be held in the Harvard 
stadium Aug. 13 to Aug. 16 under the 
auspices of Ihe National Archery As- 
sociation of the United States. 

Newton wrb among the first muni- 
cipalities to build a range — Chicago 
having the first in the United States, 
which was constructed some years 
ago at Washington Park. The Massa- 
chusetts city’s range is on the New- 
lon Centre playground, where In- 
struction is being given in this as 
well as in other branches of sports. 

Negotiations are being made for the 
purchase of a stock of bows and ar- 
rows suitable for boys and girls. Mr. 
Stratton, director of the Newton Cen- 
ter playground, has taken up archery. 
He believes it is great sport for the 
children as well as the adultB. 

It was about two years ago that a 
little circle of men Interested in tho 
game Btarted to create a sentiment in 
favor of archery and secure a well 
laid out range. In that season a rough 
ground wbb developed and proved a 
considerable success. 

In the spring of 1911 the city for- 
ester, graded and laid out the range 
at the Newton Center playground. 
The city erected a locker building, 
purchased targets and standards. 

Last fall the range was opened 
officially in the presence of a large 
number of Newton citizens. To Mayor 
Charles E. Hatfield was accorded the 
honor of Bhooting the first arrow. 
Ever since that time weekly shoots 
have been held und archers from 
other suburban towns as well as 
from Boston has been invited to par- 
riclpate. 

Interest has been growing steadily 
in Newton. The range 1 b in UBe daily. 
In the Saturday tournaments there 
are as a rule about 16 competitors, 
and among them may be found some 
of the best archers in the United 
States. 

MR. COBURN DEAD 

Mr. Josiab Gilmore Coburn of New- 
! ton died Monday at his residence, at 
99 Washington street, in his 93d year. 
He was born at Pelham, N. H., July 
16, 1820. He wrb taken to Lowell at 
the age of five and was educated In 
the public schools of that, city. Gen. 
B. F. Butler was one of Mr. Coburn’s 
schoolmates. 

Ab he was too young to enter col- , 
lege, he abandoned the idea and Be- j 
cured employment in a machine shop 1 
In Waterville, Me. Returning after a 
time to Lowell, he worked in the 
Boot and Merrimac mills. Later he 
started the Hill Manufacturing Com- 
pany of Ivewiston, Me., for the manu- 
facture of cotton sheetings. He re- 
mained in Lewiston nearly 38 years. 
He was president of the first city 
council of Lewiston, president of the 
First National Bank for 30 years, and 
served on ihe school committee for 
the same length of time. He was also 
a library trustee, and a charter mem- 
ber of the National American Cotton 
Manufacturers’ Association. 

After retiring from business, Mr. 
Coburn lived in Newton, coming here 
In 1890. He leaves one daughter, Miss 
Clara J. Coburn of Newton. 

The funeral wns held Wednesday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock at his late resi- 
dence. Rev. G. M. Howe of Groton, a 
former paBtor of the Pine-st Congre- 
gational Church of Lewiston, of 
which Mr. Coburn was a former mem- 
ber, conducted the services. There 
was singing by n quartet, and there 
was a large gathering of frlendB nnd 
former business associates. Many 
beautiful floral tributes were offered. 
The body was taken to Izoweli. 


The Stearns Vacation School closed 
last Friday after four weeks of suc- 
cessful work.

The millinery ‘department had a 
large exhibit also. There were about 
25 hats with different colors and 
trimmings, all of the latest style. Miss 
Ferrell hud charge with one assist- 
ant. 

The print shop had an interesting 
exhibit, which consisted of the 
Stearns School Playground schedule 
(two pageB), playground notice, a 
few name cards, practice poems, etc. 
This department was under the in- 
struction of Mr. Kenelin Winslow, 
who was also principal, with Edward 
Terrio assistant. 

The primary department had a 
dally attendance of about 60, all be- 
ing cared for by MisB Jackson.

POWER OF THE HUMAN EYE 

Distance at Which Recognition of m 
Person May Be Considered 

Reliable. 

How often we say “1 recognized 
him’’ sometimes at distances that 
make us doubtful. Now the German 
government has made scientific in- 
vestigations showing the distance at 
which this recognition may he consid- 
ered relinhle. According to their re- 
port, a man with good eyes will recog- 
nize a person se* n once before at a 
distance not greatly exceeding 82 
feet. An Intimate acquaintance may 
be recognized at from one hundred 
and Blxty to three hundred and twen- 
ty feet; and a very dear friend or 
relntive up to five hundred feet. 

The rifleman can discern the dif- 
ferent parts of his adversary's body, 
and every decided movement at about 
three hundred feet, and a movement 
of the legs or arms up to a little more 
than twice that distance. At bIx hun- 
dred yards a moving man Is a mere 
creeping blur on the landscape, and 
at eight hundred yards any move- 
ments of the arniB or legs are no 
longer visible. 

Of course, there are nverages such 
as the JurlBt must recognize in weigh- 
ing the evidence of witnesses, and 
the military leader In noting the posi- 
tion of his antagonist and the outside 
limit of effective rifle and pistol 
fire. Then, there are exceptions to 
these rules. Hunters, seacoast dwel- 
lers, prairie cattlemen and farmers 
whose sight, unweakened by civilized 
life and trained by constant exercise 
of "long sight,” will often nearly 
double the averages given. So, too, 
the clearer air of the elevated 
prairies and table lands certainly 
doubles the power of the human eye 
—Joe Chappie’s News Letter. 

FORESTRY PROBLEM IN JAPAN 

— 

Little Brown Brothers Have Safe- 
guarded Themselves Against 
Destruction of Forests. 

Just at the time when this country 
Is beginning to struggle with the 
problem of husbanding its forest re^ 
sources, of protecting its mountain 
slopes, and of improving the water- 
ways, It is interesting t<* know that 
the Japanese have successfully at- 
tacked the same problem, before the 
land suffered severely from the evil 
effects following deforestation. The 
Tar-slghted people of Nippon have 
foreseen the results of the destruction 
of their extensive mountain forests, 
and have safeguarded themselves by 
placing all of these under government 
control. 

The practice of forestry has been 
carried on in Japan for a longer time 
than in any other country. For 1.20C 
years the people of Japan have been 
planting and growing forests, with a 
success that has been a little short ol 
marvelous. Under careful manage 
Tflknt, the Japanese forests yield very 
high financial returns. This high 
yield Is only made possible by the 
close utilization of every bit of the 
tree bo that scarcely a twig la wast- 
ed. and by the Improvement of the 
growth of their forests by carefully 
conducted thinning and tending. The 
woods are first thinned at the age ot 
thirteen years, and then every five 
yenrs after that up to the time of the 
final harvest, at 120 years.

3UANAC0S OF THE ANDES 

Texas Ranchmen Seeking Information 
With a View to Domesticating 
the Animals. 

The day Is not far gone when that 
historic farmer, on beholding tho dr* 
2 ub giraffe for the first time, ex- 
claimed, "There ain’t no such animal!" 
And the day also may not be far dis- 
tant when more animals now seen 
only In menageries will be introduced 
Into certain partB of America. Os- 
triches once were a curiosity with tho 
great tent shows. Now there are os- 
irich farms all over tho weBt. An at- 
tempt was once made to introduce the 
tamel in the great American desert 
places of Arizona and New Mexico. An 
attempt also was once made to train 
monkeys to pick prunes, but this lat- 
ter venture was a chattering farce. 

Now cornea the Dally CanHular Re- 
ports with a story to the efTcct that 
Texas ranchmen are seeking addi- 
•Jonal information concerning guana- 
208, which are found In large nujnbers 
:n the Andes from central Peru to 
"ape Horn. These animals are very 
shy and hunters capture them with 
difficulty. They |pay be tamed if tak- 
en when young, and Consul Winslow 
it Valparaiso, Chile, sees no reason 
why they could not be successfully 
raised In certain sections of the Unit- 
ed States. Guanacos are Baid "to feed 
upon the pungent herbage of the Pata- 
gonian deserts, as well as upon the 
bitter grasses of the Pampas, and fur- 
nish to the wandering natives their 
principal flesh food and the only skins 
useful for clothing or tent making, 
9xcept those of the rheas. Over a 
large part of their habitat none but 
Balt water is to be bad, which they 
drink readily." 

Guanacos are about a third taller 
than the average sheep and weigh 
about the same. There is no fixed 
price for the animal, as few have been 
domesticated. They muBt be picked 
up wherever they can be found, at 
whatever the owner may charge, any- 
where from $G to $20 gold each. 
Gunnaco rugs are prized very highly 
and cost $1G to $25 gold, according to 
size, quality of the hair, etc. A rug 
6x9 feet is worth $20. 

OLDEST SOLDIER IN BRITAIN 

Recently Celebrated the Fifty-Secono 
Anniversary of His Appointment 
aB Royal Gunner. 

The oldest soldier in the British 
army Is said to be Samuel Parsons 
the king’s gunner at Windsor castle 
who lately celebrated the fifty-second 
anniversary of his appointment as tht 
royal gunner in the round tower o 
Windsor castle. Although nearly 8' 
years of age, he is still on the activi 
list, and has drawn full military paj 
fn r sixty- five years. Parsons still re

Parsons possesses six medalB, fh 
Muding the Crimean medal, with bare 
for Sebastopol, Inkermann and Bala- 
klava; the Turkish medal, the long 
service medal. Queen Victoria’s Jubilee 
medal, with a bar for the diamond 
jubilee; King Edward’s coronation 
medal and King George’s coronation 
medal. During the fifty-two years Par 
sons lias been at the round tower 
there has never been an accident, re 
lates the London Standard.

From such facts and figures as are 
available at the present time. It seems 
fairly certain thm there will be a sub- 
stantial Increase this year over the 
tax rate of $17.60 for 1311, It is a 
little curious that notwithstanding the 
large increase in the state tax, the 
total warrants for the state, county 
and metropolitan taxes are within a 
few hundred dollars of the same 
items for 1911. It is in the large in- 
crease In the city appropriations, and 
the return to the usual overlay that 
makes the 1912 figures so much 
greater. The city budget la about 
$50,000 more than lust year, and 
the overlay of about $2500 last year 
Is only a tenth of what is usually 
levied. There la also a reduction of 
about $9000 in the cash balance in 
the treasury. To offset these figures 
there is sure to bp an increase in me 
receipts and the valuations will prob- 
ably Increase about a million and a 
half, leaving auout $35,000 or $40,000 
to be raised by an Increased tax levy. 
$18.00 would be a fair estimate of 
the new <nx rate the announcement of 
which is expected almost any time. 

The political situation is gradually 
taking definite shape, and 1 believe is 
being carefully studied by the think- 
ing citizen. As the campaign pro- 
gresses the second sober thought is 
sure to come and with it the convic- 
tion that the Constitution of these 
United States should not be disre- 
garded without ample reason. Great- 
er than the tariff — the trusts — or the 
high coBt of living— and as important 
aB those questions surely are, — is the 
fundamental right of each one of ub 
to life, liberty and happiness. Presi- 
dent Taft has done well to make this 
issue the important feature of his 
letter of acceptance. If you prefer 
the Bpeclous arguments of the theor- 
ist or the blatant denunciations of 
the demagogue, you may ignore this 
issue — to your sorrow. If you hold 
to the opinion that every man, wo- 
man and child has equal rights with 
you— then, 1 beg of you, think of 
these thingB. 

Forest Commissioner Bucknam 
makes a dignified and fitting reply to 
the query in these columns of last 
week. Publicity of this sort is the 
kind to make our citizens realize that 
our city officials are men who under- 
stand their business, and who attend 
to it.

Wore Than 4,000 Persona Saved From 
Self-Destruction In London 
Since It Started. 

Many interesting pages from the 
freat book of life are to be found in 
:he report of the operations of the 
Salvation Army’s anti-suicide bureau. 

Since it was started 4,754 persons 
nave called to lay their embarrass- 
ments before Colonel Emerson, and 
nave asked him to "Bhow cause" — as 
the lawyers say — why they should not 
put nn end to their liveB. The largest 
number put down the cause of their 
trouble to financial reasons; after this 
come drink or drugs, and melancholia 

The applicants come from almost 
every class except the workers. There 
are clergymen, missionaries, military 
officers, doctors, solicitors, school- 
masters, clerks and company promo- 
ters. They have all been dealt with 
according to their needs, and such 
help has been given them as their 
cases seemed to demand. 

Legal and medical advice has been 
afforded; creditors have been reason- 
ed with, reconciliations have been 
brought about with relatives.- And the 
work, according to General Booth, has 
been successful beyond highest ex- 
pectation.

James Nary, nineteen years old, a 
resident of Bucktown, occupies a cot 
In Ward 66 as a result of being bit- 
ten on the great toe by a “lemontall” 
snakQ he encountered near West End 
shortly before daybreak while hunt- 
ing bullfrogs. John Gallaty of Milne- 
burg, the other snak§ victim, is not 
so seriously affected, although bitten 
in the same place by a "cottonmouth” 
snake. 

“The ‘cottonmouth’ and the ‘lemon- 
tali' are the only two snakeB fisher- 
men fear," said Nary at the hospiti*. 
“Moccasins and the other poisonous 
enakes amount to nothing. I catch 
moccasins in my hand nnd twist 
their heads off. It is the ‘cotton- 
mouths’ nnd the ‘lemontails’ that 
bother u£" — New Orleans Times-Dem-

Antiquity of Rheumatism. 

It may not greatly console modern 
people, but a pui>er roud at the Paris 
Academy of Science lust week estub 
fished the fact that rheumatism "was 
as common among our ancestors of 
the polished stone r^e as it Is at the 
present time." Researches made by 
Dr. Marcel Rndouln of a neolithic bu 
rial place at Vendrest left no doubt 
that thirty backbones among one hull 
dred skeletons showed the effects of 
this disease. The skeletons of the 
women showed that the left side was 
the more often affected, while the 
men seem to show the effects on the 
right side. Dr. Budouin's paj>er con- 
cluded that the affection which now- 
adays is railed osteourthritlu d iff or 
mans Is the oldest known disease. It 
has been found in the cave of a bcui 
at Ariege, the oldest quaternary stru 
turn, end also among the mort ancient 
Egyptians und prehistoric Nubian*.

Last Word* of Titanic'* Purser, Mo- 
Elroy, Were Light-Hearted 
and Cheerful. 

Charles Brown, the English come- 
dian, lost a number of friends In the 
Titanic tragedy. He knew most of the 
officers on the ill-fated ship, and the 
purser, McElroy, had been feta com- 
rade for years. A recent letter from 
England brought to the actor the last 
words of McElroy — an au revolr oi 
life which Is notable for Its calm lyit 
lab courage. 

The fourth officer, Marzlala, who 
went down with the ship and was 
picked up by a boat, is the man who 
testifies to McElroy’s behavior. A 
small group of the Titanic staff was 
waiting for the final plunge. The wa- 
ter was lapping the deck at their very 
feet and the end was merely a ques- 
tion of a very few minutes. McElroy 
turned to his companions with a smile 
and Bhook bandB with them, saying: 

“Well, good-by, fellows; It looks like 
sand for breakfast tomorrow.” 

“That waa typical of McElroy,” says 
Brown. “He was one of the merriest, 
bravest men who ever lived. It was 
like him to have his little Joke In the 
[ace of death.”

months' hard labor, thus avoiding the 
Bentenee of preventive deteptlon.

Legislation to protect Bnakes that 
are harmless to man and destructive 
to ratB, mice and other creatures ob- 
noxious to farmers is being sought In 
several states, according to Prof. H. 
D. Bailey of Muhlenberg college, a 
fenn sylvan! a institution. In a recent 
lecture Prof. Bailey pronounced the 
"king snakeB, the milk snakes, the 
bute, the corn, fox and Indigo snakes 
all valuable allies of the farmer” and 
commended efforts to increase the 
number of bull snakes, which, though 
targe, are harmless and abound in 
some western states. 

As man’s knowledge of nature in- 
creases he finds many creatures useful 
or harmless to his interests, and h* 
should act accordingly. Many snakes 
are benefactors of man, according to 
authorities, and once the Instinctive 
dread of them disappears through 
rnowledge and familiarity there is 
nothing objectionable in their pres- 
ence In fields or gardens. The move- 
ment to protect useful and harmless 
snakes, like the movement to protect 
song birds, should find favor through- 
out the country.

Show Amazing Ignorance of Counl/y 
Outside of Tight Little Man- 
hattan Isle. 

This true story was told by a west- 
ern merchant at one of the recent 
Sinners given by a commercial or- 
ganization here, says the New York 
correspondent of the Cincinnati 
Times Star.

He 1 
called on the jobbers, to look over j 
their stock of blankets, and finding 
that the man in. charge did not know , 
him, he priced the stock. 

” 'A good blanket,' said the man in ! 
charge, ‘is worth from $260 up.' 

“It surprised my friend, for he , 
knew what he sold those same blan- ! 
kets to the same firm for. And he ! 
asked the reason. And that fog- j 
brained, varnish-headed, white-eyed j 
salesman told him this, in all serious- j 
ness, and believing every word he ! 
said. 

" 'You see,’ said he, 'collecting blan- ! 
kets Is a very dangerous business, j 
Three men out of every five we send j 
to the wilds are killed by the savage 
rudiaus.’ ” 


ITALICS USED FOR EMPHASIS 

They Reveal the Writer’s Sense of 

the Relative Importance In Things 
Ho Has Written. 

Doctors of style in the writing of 
English declare that the use of Italics 
for emphasis is a positive fault, show- 
ing weakness of construction and in 
ability to express ideas strongly by a 
right arrangement of words. Never- 
theless, italics are used deliberately 
by some forceful writers to gain add«l 
effect and to fasten the eye and the 
mind of tho reader upon important 
points, somewhat ns a speaker will 
strengthen hla oration by vocal em- 
phasis and gesture. Whatever may be 
said for or against the use of italics, 
they certainly reveal the writer’s 
sense of relative importance In the 
things he has written. He has select- 
ed certain wordB and hence, as we 
note their significance we begin to 
know more of the man behind the 
words. His choice of emphasis tells 
us what manner of man he is. His 
Italics nre an index of his mental or 
moral character. 

We are all writing history day by 
day. On every page some thlngB are 
written small, others stand out boldly 
in italics. Take up the book at night 
and read the story of the day. It will 
be nn Interesting record — perhaps a 
startling one. Doubtless we shall feel 
very much like correcting the proof 
when we find whe» e> the Italics are 
set. — Christian Herald. 


Interesting Spire. 

Since tho sudden fall of the great 
Campanile at Venice a few years ago 
scientific experiments have been made 
:o afford assurance of the stability of 
Dtlier famous architectural piles In 
Italy. 

Among these is the unique cathe- 
dral of Milan, built all of marble, with 
scores of slender pinnacles, and a 
lofty' main spire terminating in a great 
marble Btatue of the Virgin. The ex- 
periments on this spire, while demon- 
Btrntlng its complete stability, show 
interesting effects of the wind and 
solar rays. As with other lofty tow- 
ers, tho point of the spire describes 
daily au elliptical curve, the size ami 
precise form of which vary with at- 
mospheric conditions. But the great 
eat displacement seldom amounts to 
more than a single minute of arc. in 
tills case less than a third of an inch. 
A tempest of uncommon violence in 
1905 displaced the top of the spire i 
eight millimeters. — Harper's Weekly. 


Makes Protest for Miners. 

Tho Transvaal Cornish association, 
says a Johannesburg telegram, has 
passed a resolution declaring that, la 
view of the revenue which the state 
derives, directly and indirectly, from 
the mining industry, the state should 
contribute not less than 50 per cent, 
of the total required for the compen- 
sation of sufferers from miners’ 
phthisis, and that no part should be 
contributed by miners as proposed in 
the government bill. 

Wooden Vessel Superior, 

Admiral Peary says that in some re- 
spects the old-fashioned wooden ship 
Is less vulnerable to the dangers of 
the sea than the huge steel liner. He 
once crashed into a partly submerged 
iceberg while going at full speed In 
broad daylight. "The stout little ship” 
(the Roosevelt), be says, "caromed 
off the berg like a billiard ball, with- 
out injury; a steel ship would have 
had her bilge torn open from bow to 
quarter."

For President 
WILLIAM II. TAFT 

President Taft shows the stuff of 
which he is made, when in the fact 
of a specious popular demand for re- 
vision of the wool tariff, in the mid- 
dle of a campaign for re-election, ho 
courageously vetoes the wool bill 
which has recently been passed by 
Congress. He has also emphasized 
his belief in the civil service of the 
nation by also sending In a veto of the 
bill which changes the life tenure, to 
one for seven years. By and by the 
citizens of these United States will 
Jlnd that they have a real man in the 
White House, one who does not 
change hiB opinions with every pass- 
ing breeze and one who commands 
respect, notwithstanding differences 
of opinion. 

The taxpayers of Newton are to be 
congratulated that my pessimistic 
prophecy of an increase in the tax 
rate was quashed by the assessors 
when they announced the 1912 rate as 
$17.40, a decrease of twenty cents. 
All the factors on which an increase 
was predicted, but two, remained the 
same, the assessors finding over four 
millions increase in valuations, in- 
stead of the normal million and a 
half, and a larger increase In the es- 
timated receipts than usual. These 
two reasons explain the drop in the 
rate, 

I wonder if the Roosevelt enthusi- 
asts really want Johnny Fitz in the 
United States Senate instead of Con- 
gressman Weeks, Congressman Mc- 
Call or Ex-Governor Draper. Placing 
candidates In every representative and 
senatorial district in the state will 
surely bring about this result. ThiB 
is a fact the so-called "progressive" 
party should carefully consider.

The Newton Inspectors In company 
with members of the Boston force 
were successful In bringing to justice 
Robert A, Cowan, a West Roxbury 
young man, who entered the home of 
Mr. Charles A. Clark. 33 Washing- 
ton street, Newton, nearly two weeks 
ago' and jewelry amounting to $480 
stolen. Cowan pleaded guilty of the 
charge preferred against him and was 
held In $1000 bail for hiB appearance 
before the Grand Jury. 

The burglary was one of the bold- 
est that has come before the local 
department for several years, as the 
man entered the house through the 
second story, while eight members of 
the family were on the lower floor.

He was descended from the 
Dennisons who came to this country 
in the 17th century, and his family 
was proud of the records members of 
It made during the Revolution.

DenniBon attended Allen’s English and 
Classical School, the Highland Mili- 
tary Academy of Worcester and Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. 
Having determined early in his life 
to adopt the profession of machinist 
as bis life work, he became connected 
with the Dennison Tag Company im- 
mediately after his graduation from 
Technology.

PAY ACTORS BY THE YARD 


Illuminating Statistics Come to Light 
In Suit Brought by Moving Pic- 
ture Concern. 

Bernhardt’H noting is worth a cent a 
yard, Coquelln s costs 5 renin nnd Eva 
Lnvfllliere enn nnd does draw 10 cents 
{or every three feet of her posing. 
These Ulutnlnntlng statistics enme to 
light In the course of a suit which ono 
of the picture companies Is bringing 
beonuse several miles of the product 
furnished them was said to be below 
standard. 

That acting ought to be paid for by 
the yard Is no new idea, although it is 
not generally stated with such bru- 
tal frankness. An evening s "enter- 
tainment” has to last a certain con- 
ventional number of minutes, or it is 
"not worth the money." It has to 
be cut into a conventional number of 
pieces and adorned with a certain 
kind of conventional embroidery. The 
‘star” has to be on the stage a good 
portion of the time; in other words, he 
or she must contribute a certain num- 
ber of yards of acting at every per- 
formance or the public will go where 
they can get more stuff for their 
money. 

Bernhardt getB less from the mov- 
ing picture people than Lavalllere — 
about one-tenth as much. That, qIho, 
Ib a good, concrete Illustration of the 
market tendencies which we deplore 
In theory and encourage In practice 
throughout our own theatrical season. 
Public demand, after all, determines 
the prices If not the values of the- 
atrical commodities Just as It does 
In other industries. If we can be In- 
duced to pay moHt for the tinsel and 
paste, for the shoddy and the highly- 
colored cotton, It Is hardly fair to put 
all the blame on the managers. To 
use one of the classical expressions of 
our modern Rialto, theatrical mana- 
gers are not "in It for their health." 


HAS NURSED FOR 45 YEARS 


Remarkable Record of Woman Who 
Assisted Lister In First Antisep- 
tic Operations, 

In connection with the death of 
Lord Lister it Is interesting to know 
that the nurae who assisted the fa- 
mous surgeon with his firBt antiseptic 
preparations is still In the Glasgow 
Royal Infirmary. Nurse Bell has many 
Interesting stories of the old days 
when Professor Lister was in the 
Infirmary, and the crowd of students 
ind dressers, many of them now chiefs, 
who attended the clases from 1861 
to 1869. 

NurBe bell has been In the Royal 
Infirmary for 45 years. She is now 
69 years of age, and enjoys good 
health, though not able to do much. 
When Lord Lister was presented with 
the freedom of the city of Glasgow 
four yearB ago, it was hla special de- 
sire that Nuth© Bell should be pres- 
ent at the functlo^in St. Andrews’ 
hall. When the memorial service was 
held In the university chapel she had 
a special Invitation to be present. 


What the Mosquito Costs. 

The foremost authority on the mo*- 
quito, Doctor Howard, of the depart 
ment of agriculture has more than 
once called attention to the enormous 
money Iosbbs caused by mosquitoes. It 
appears that the value of real estate 
In regions infested by them is reduced 
beyond calculation. The development 
of one whole state — New Jersey — has 
been held back by the pest. 

In several states lands eminently 
fitted for grazing and duirylng cannot 
be effectively used for such purposes 
because of the attacks of mosquitoes 
on the cuttle, thus reducing the yield 
of milk. In the vicinity of New York 
and Philadelphia there are large areas 
of land rendered almost uninhabitable 
by swarmB of these Insects, and this 
notwithstanding the davanceB made in 
the destruction of their breeding 
places. 

In some parts of the northwestern 
Btotes horses must be covered in the 
daytime with sheets to protect them 
from the attacks of mosquitoes. 11 
has been estimated that the cost ol 
house screens In the United States ie 
something like ten millions of dollar

it took [dace was an Instructor In en 
gineerlng at Want Point. 

One day, in a recitation, he gave 
out this question to a class of cudets: 

"Tho past flagpole, 60 feet high, hat 
fallen down. You are ordered by you> 
commanding officers to put It 
again, You have under your command 
a sergeant and 10 privates of the en 
gineer corps. How w’ould you get tht 
pole back into place?"

WALKING TIME IS CUT OFF 

Abolition of System Causes Consider- 
able Trouble in the Adirondack 
Region. 

There is trouble in the southern sec- 
tion of Essex county because certain 
road superintendents, new in office, 
Have cut off "walking time." That is 
icmethlng probably unknown in the 
Tfty, but in the Adirondacks, a section

He also 
quit that much earlier than others in 
the evening, but was "at work” and 
paid for It when walking home. The 
lew superintendents have decided the 
Mate cannot afford to pay men for 
walking, and have cut off that time. 
The result is a great discontent and 
'.rouble in getting sufficient men for 
work on the roads. — Boston Tran* 
script.

The Hamburg American Steamship 
i Company a year ago decided that 
State Street was no longer the travel 
center of Boston and moved to the 
corner of Dartmouth and Boylston 
I streets. The opening of this General 
Ticket office is still further recog- 
nition of the same fact, and It Is con-

: ternlty that within a very few years 
all transportation companies of every 
sort will have their offices on or near 
Copley square.
